London, Ens- - March 12- - Sir Auck-
land Geddes. the newly appointed am-
bassador to the United States, made
his first speech today since his ap
pointment was announced, addressing
a large gathering in his honor at the
American luncheon, club.

Washington. D. C March 11. The
bodies of about . of the American
dead In France win he returned to
the United States, while between
St. and 3K.ao will remain perma-
nently interred overseas, secretary
Baker today Informed chairman
Wadsworth of the senate militarv
committee.

The secretary, who wrote In re-
sponse to a senate resolution, esti-
mated the eoat of returning the dead
and concentrating the bodies remain-
ing in cemeteries overseas at s.

Congestion of the French transpor-
tation aystems and shortage of ma-
terials used in the manufacture of
coffins Is handicapping the work. Mr.
Baker said.

While 111 bodies of American dead
have been returned from Archangel.
Secretary Baker said the same num-
ber still remain In northern Russia
and that It was Improbable that any-
thing could be done toward their re-
moval for a year.

Evacuation of bodies in England
Is progressing, he added, while In
Italy all bodies have been oonoen-trate- d
